Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia,

his plan. 

Ruml recommended erasing 1941 
income liabijities and applying pay- 
ments made this year on the 1942 
income, with adjustments at the 
end of the ‘year if the taxpayer's 
net reecipts were more or less than 
income for 1941. Payments there- 
after would bé made weekly or 
monthly on the current year’s in- 
come. 


Byrd told reporters he thought 
a plan could be worked out for 
assessing a withholding tax un- 
der the Ruml plan. George said 
he was sure a majority of the com- 
mittee wanted to study such a 
proposal if a modified version 
could be worked out. 


Details of House Pian. 


The chairman added that despite 
committee revisions, much dissat- 
isfaction remained with the ma- 
chinery set up to collect the 5 per 
cent withholding levy placed in the 
bill by the House. 

Affecting payrolls primarily, this 
evy would require employers to 
educt 5 per cent of an employe’s 
salary—less certain specified ex- 

emptions—as payments on the em- 

ploye’s 1943 income tax. On March 

15, 1944, the employe would pay 

the difference between what had 

been collected from. him by the 
withholding method and the 
- amount of hig regular income tax. 

The Treasury sed a new 
corporation tax sched to the 
committee yesterday, with over- 
all limitation on taxation of 30 per 
cent of the net income of any 
company. It suggested a post-war 
rebate, and debt-retirement credit 
of 12 per cent of tax liabilities. 

The committee accepted part of 
the Treasury's proposals and voted 
to eliminate the capital stock tax 
of $125 per $1000 declared valua- 
tion and its attendant declared 
value excess profits tax. 

The latter has no relation to the 
proposed 90 per cent excess prof- 
its levy. The declared value ex- 
cess profits tax operates only if a 
company makes more than 10 per 
cent profit on the value of its 
stock. 

As explained by Finance Com- 
mittee members, the new program 
would work this way: 

Suppose a corporation had $100,- 
600 net income for the year and 
its total tax bill was $87,000, under 
the 55 per cent normal and surtax 
rates, plus the 90 per cent excess 
profits rate. 

The tax liability would be re- 
duced to $80,000. Of that amount, 
12 per cent or $9600 would be avail- 
able for debt reduction or the pur- 
chase. of non-negotiable Govern- 
ment bonds which it could cash 
after the war. 


If the corporation desired to use 
$4000 of this to pay debts, it would 
have to pay $6000 more of its debts 
with other funds to make the total 
debt retirement $10,000, as the 
amount of tax money used could 
not exceed 40 per cent of th 
actual payment. . 

If it complied with these terms, 
it then could purchase $5600 worth 
of bonds for post-war rebate. If 
it did not retire any debt, the f 
$9600 would go into bonds. ' 

The committee agreed to revise 
the basis on which some com- 
panies would figure the 90 per cent 
excess profits tax. 

These firma now take 95 per cent 
of the average of four years’ earn- 
ings from 1936 through 1939 and 
establish that as the level above 
which they have to pay the excess 
profits levy. 

The committee amended this to 
provide that a company that made 
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ithe nation with the fundamental 


$50,000 in 1936 and $100,000 each 
year thereafter in the period could 
substitute 75 per cent of the subse- 
quent years’ averages, or $75,000, 
for the 1936 figure. 

The committee voted to make 
the general relief provisions of the 
bill, designed to take care of 
“hardship” cases, retroactive for 
1940 and 1941, the only previous 
years when excess profits taxes 
were levied.

U. S. FLYERS BOMB 
JAPS AT MILNE BAY 


GEN. MACARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN AUSTRALIA, 
Aug. 29 (AP)—Fighting appeared 
to be growing in intensity today 
along the muddy shores of Milne 
Bay as veteran Australian troops 
with United States air support bat- 
tled Japanese forces attempting to 
consolidate a grip on the south- 
eastern tip of New Guinea. 

A communique from Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters said the 
Australians were in close contact 
with the recently landed Japanese 
and described the fighting as 
“heavy.” 

A small number of United States 
troops were reported in the battle 
area, 

Allied medium bombers, piloted 
by Americans and escorted by Aus- 
tralian airmen in fighter planes, 
were raking the beach heads es- 
tablished by the Japanese and the 
communique reported that “numer- 
ous fires were started.” 

The Japanese apparently filtered 
into the forbidding jungle where 
they were efigaged by the Aus- 
tralians, sloshing along trails and. 
slashing their way through, man- 
grove swamps to meet the in- 
vaders. 

A spokesman said the weather, 
which: had slowed the early prog- 
ress of the land and air battle, 
was “better now,” but the troops 
still were fighting in heavy mud. 

The battle was proceeding sév- 
eral miles from the head of Milne 
Bay along the north shore. A 
narrow beach there fades into the 
swampy jungle land, 

While there was no indication 
Of how the land fighting was go- 
ing, a recapitulation of Allied com- 
muniques issued during the last 
week showed that the Japanese 
air force has been taking a severe 
mauling in the Australian thea- 
ter, 

American-built P-40 (Curtiss- 
Wright) fighters—some of them 
flown by Australian airmen—have 
been playing a. big part in the Al- 
lied air. victories. 

Today’s communique did not 
mention any Japanese aerial activ- 
ity in the Milne Bay sector, where 
the P-40s previously had been 
credited with the destruction of 
two enemy dive bombers and two 
fighters.

Review of Fighting. 

An official Chinese review said 
both sides suffered high casual- 
ties in the Chekiang-Kiangsi fight- 
ing, the Japanese using more men 
than in any campaign since the 
drive on Hankow in October, 1938. 

The Japanese, it was reported, 
suffered 14,000 casualties in attacks 
én Kinhwa and Lanchi, 18,000 at 
Chuhsien and 8000 at Shangjao. 
The situation in Kiangsi Province 
has now been restored to the po- 
sition prevailing when the Jap- 
anese began their eastward drive 
from Nanchang. 

In addition to 170,000 troops, the 
Japanese used the largest air force 
ever employed in any battle in 
China, the review said. 

It asserted the participation of 
the American Volunteer Group of 
flyers under Brig. Gen. Claire L. 
Chennault was particularly encour- 
aging and added “the support they 
rendered constituted an important 
factor in the recovery of Linch- 
wan (Fuchow).” 


BRITISH SUBMARINES SINK 
TWO SHIPS IN MEDITERRANEAN 


LONDON, Aug. 29 (AP).—Brit- 
ish submarines in the Mediter- 
ranean, pursuing their campaign 
against German and Italian ship- 
ping, have sunk a large tanker 
and a large supply ship and scored 
torpedo hits on three other sup- 
ply vessels, the Admiralty an- 
nounced today. 

Four undersea vessels were cited 
for these new successes. One in 
charge of Commander J. W. Lin- 
ton, attacked a convoy of two 
large supply ships escorted by 
three destroyers. 

“Results of this attack were not 
observed,” the Admiralty said,

About 300 Negro men and women 
marched to and around the war

The single-file sidewalk proces- 
sion started from Tandy Play- 
ground, Cottage and Pendleton ave- 
nues, at 2:45 o’clock and moved 
east with a police motorcycle és- 
cort.

We 
are not asking, nor do we expect, to be 
excused from fighting for our country. 
To date there are 221 St. Louis postal 
employes in the armed forces, with many 
more subject to early induction. 

The clerks still on the job are carry- 
ing on by working overtime and by giv- 
ing up one day of rest each week where 
necessary to keep the United States mail 
going through on time. We shall con- 
tinue to do so as long as necessary. 

However, added to the list of those 
entering military service is a growing 
list of competent clerks who are leaving 
_ the postal service to take jobs elsewhere 
_ $n order to secure higher pay. Our pres- 
ent salaries in the postal service were 
_ established in 1925, and simply do not 
meet the needs of the present cost of 
living. Congress and the President have 
been petitioned for a temporary increase 
for the duration, and unless such legis- 
lation is enacted soon, we stand to lose 
more of our most capable clerks.

The Marines have been handling hardtack assign- 
ments for more than a hundred years before the 
Commandos or Rangers were ever heard of. They 
have made more than 200 forced landings, on every 
continent except Australia and in such remote areas 
as Japan, Sumatra, Tripoli and the Fiji Islands. 
They captured islands in the Bahamas during the 
Revolution, they fought with John Paul Jones, aided 
Washington at Trenton, took Derna fortress from 
the Barbary pirates, distinguished themselves at 
Chapultepec in the Mexican War, were the first to 
land in Cuba in '98, won undying glory at Belleau 
Wood in 1918, 

The Marines have a base at New Haven, N. C., 
16 times larger than the famed base at Quantico, Va. 
Along its 11-mile shore, they are practicing loading 
and unloading of mechanized equipment, landing 
from various types of boats and ships. Farther in- 
land, they are busy with guerrilla warfare, demoll- 
tion work, drilling on obstacle courses, becoming 
familiar with the widest variety and finest equip- 
ment used by any of our armed forces. They have 
always used the technique that has placed the Com- 
mandos in the limelight. They showed on Makin 
Island that they still knew how to use it. 
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SPITFIRES FOR AIRACOBRAS. 

Somebody blundered and did not give the Army’s 
Airacobra the powerful engine that it needed if it 
was to have a chance of meeting Nazi fighter planes 
successfully. The Spitfire does have all that it takes 
to meet its German opponents on an equal basis. 
Fortunately, as William Stoneman cables from Lon- 
don, Britain has enough of these Spitfires that the 
American flyers in England can leave their Airacobra 
suicide traps on the ground and use the R. A, F.’s 
fine fighter planes. Stoneman emphasizes that the 
American flyers are completely won over to the Spit- 
fire. Americans here at home should feel the. same 
way about it. There is no reason for false pride in 
this instance. 

If and when there is an Allied commander-in-chief 
appointed, the same spirit will have to be shown 
over the choice made. As the London Daily Tele 
graph said; “Appointment of an American General, 
after full consideration of the qualifications and 
abilities of all possible leaders, would be welcome 
both officially and unofficially in this country, where 
the only desire is to see the best man at the head of 
the Allied forces, whatever his nationality may be. 
It is an insult to the British Army to suggest that 
its leading men would be small enough to resent ap- 
pointment on merit.” 

If the spirit of that big London newspaper pre- 
vails over there, and Americans here can swallow 
their disappointment over the failure of something 
“made in America,” the problem of a generalissimo 
should be easy to solve at the proper time, 
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AS WE LEARN WAR'S COST. 

The people of the United States must expect ter- 
rible casualties before this year is over, said Capt. 
Leland P. Lovette, director of the Navy's office of 
public relations, here yesterday. Already, the Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard have lost 12,700 men 
—killed, wounded and missing. That, he said, is 
almost three times the number of sailors lost in all 
of our previous wars. 

Those who ponder this news and what’s ahead, 
even for a moment, will not grouse about the Presi- 
dent’s proposal of a meatless day each week; they 
will not ignore Secretary Morgenthau’s plea to buy 
war bonds and stamps; they will not petition the 
congressional drafters of the tax bill to go easy on 
them. They will ardently embrace every privation 
and every sacrifice—anything and everything which 
will make this war one day shorter. 

Alas, it still behooves many a man in a high place 
—in the Government and on the industrial front— 
to enter into this spirit. It is spreading through 
the land and its bodes no good for those who fgnore 
it. In their blindness they are begging for a day of 
wrath, a day of judgment. 
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DROOPING BANNERS ON THE HOME FRONT.

E need freight planes. We need air- 
W craft that will carry 10, 20, 30 tons 

of cargo at a time; aircraft big enough 
and fast enough to get tanks, guns, men, 
medicine, food and shells to Australia in a 
few days instead of the 10 weeks a ship 
convoy requires; to Russia in hours instead 
of two montks; to India in less than one 
week instead of almost three months. Until 
we have such planes, we won't be fighting 
this modern war in a modern way. 

We are now producing the finest weapons 
at enormous rates. Our problem is to haul 
them the 11,000 miles from New York to 
Bombay, the 7700 miles from San Francisco 
to Sydney, the 4600 miles from New York 
to Archangel. Staggering distances, but if 
we fail to get the military tools to our most 
remote fighting fronts, we lose the war; if 
We succeed, we win it. 

So far, ships haven’t done the job well 
enough, ‘and there is no apparent redson 
to suppose they will do any better very 
soon. Submarines still are sinking ships 
faster than the United Nations can build 
them. 

Our shipping pool is shrinking at a mo- 
ment when we must have more. And while 
we are losing ships, the efficiency of those 
we have left is cut in half, since in convoy 
they are paced by the slowest ship and 
forced to zig-zag to avoid torpedoes and to 
take long routes around the danger zones. 

None of the normal hazards of shipping, 
none of the war-forced delays and obstacles 
apply to freight carried by air. Cargo 
planes can go anywhere more rapidly and 
more safely than ships, and we can manu- 
facture them, if we move decisively now, in 
quantities large enough to end forever the 
‘peril of blockade. 
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First, we must organize our thinking 
about airplanes. We have considered them 
in terms of sports, luxury trensport, or 
precision fighting. Now we must think of 
planes strictly for cargo, the way we think 
of boxcars, freighters and trucks; designed 
solely to carry the biggest possible load 
at the most efficient possible speed. 

Then we must think of them in big, round 
numbers. We must have, not hundreds, but 


thousands, maybe tens of thousands; at 


least enough to take the most critical sup- 
plies to the critical battle zones quickly 
and safley. And we must have them soon. 

Impossible? Let’s look at a proposal by 
Vance Breese, a test pilot and one of the 
really outstanding experts on aircraft. He 
wants to make planes of low-carbon steel, 
the metal used in old-fashioned stovepipes. 

Aluminum is out; we have scarcely 
enough for the present aircraft-manufac- 
turing program. Stainless steel is out; it 
soaks up critical materials of which we al- 
ready have alarmingly little. But the stove- 
pipe airplane‘would take few important war 
materials. .

If a hole is blown in the skin or if a 
wing tip is knocked off in a ground loop, 
a patch can be smacked on the wound 
and welded in a short time with portable 
welding equipment in the field. 

When Breese got through, he would pre- 

ly have a cheap ship capable of carry- 

ing more than 10 tons for 3000 miles at 

almost 200 miles an hour, using three stand- 

frines now in pro- 

duction. Breese figures his plane could be 

in mass manufacture within a year and a 
half, at the most. | 

There is talk also of planes built of 
tubular steel and plywood. The furniture 
industry, now making gliders, could take 
a tremendous part in such a program, build- 
ing wing sections that would be put to- 
gether in central assembly plants. Ply- 
wood planes are already in production in 
the United States. 
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According to old rules, gestation of a 
new plane took three years; one for design, 
another for building, the third for testing, 
retooling and preparing for production. 
With some new military models, this has 
been reduced to less than a year, another 
of the “impossible” feats we've accomplished 
under stress of war. 

The cargo plane could be perfected even 
faster. It is immeasurably simpler to build 
than any standard combat craft. It doesn’t 
have to be slicked up. Compared with a 
dancing pursuit plane, it. is a lumbering 
brute. Designers needn't strain for the last 
1 per cent of performance. It can all be 
within the limits of existing and proved 
knowledge. 

Building 25,000 cargo planes which would 
each carry 15 tons across oceans is no more 
difficult, probably not nearly so difficult, 
as the schedule of 50,000 military planes we 
have set for ourselves this year, or our 


goal of eight million tons of shipping. Some 


experts believe we could be in real produc- 


tion within eight months, and such a fleet 


would deliver more tons of freight than 
all the present United States merchant 
marine.

Stanley Chapple Conducts, 
Dorothy Grosberg Is Soloist 
at Final Concert. 


With Stanley Chapple conducting 
and -@ young St. Louis mezzo- 
soprano, Dorothy Grosberg, as so- 
loist, the Little Symphony ended 
its eighth concert season last night 
in the Washington University quad- 


rangle. Attendance was approxi- 
mately that of iast week, some 
1400 or 1500 persons. 

Offering Bizet’s “Jeux d’Enfants” 
and Debussy’s “Petit Suite” in the 
same half of the program, Chapple 
and the orchestra provided a 
pleasant selection of tiny tunes and 
bits of orchestral color.

Capt. Cleveland, 33 years old and 
a native of Des Moines, Ia., came 
to St. Louis Jan, 1, 1940, to take 
over the pastorate at Memorial 
Boulevard Christian Church. 
Parishioners described him as “a 
fine: person with young people, 
who had a great following, espe- 
cially among the young, at the 
church.” . 

His wife and 1i14-year-old son, 
Wayne, make their home in Des 
Moines. Mrs. Cleveland, who has 
been corresponding with Mr. and 
Mrs. A. R. Oliver, 4026 Labadie 
avenue, and Mrs, Betty R. Brown, 
superintendent of Christian Or- 
phans’ Home, 3033 North Euclid 
avenue, said the last letter she had 
received from her husband was 
dated Feb. 27, in which he wrote 
he was “looking toward the peace.”

Treasury expenditures during 
the period—March 25, 1940, when 
spending for the war program be- 
gan, until July 31, 1942—total 37 
billion for military purposes. An 
additional billion or two has been 
spent by the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation and other Gov- 
ernment corporations for which no 
exact figures are available. 

The monthly bulletin of the 
Treasury showed that war appro- 


priations in this period aggregat- {+ 


ed $191,739,987,588, while contract 
authorizations amounted to $14,- 


290,870,225 ($467,872,846 of these| 


contract authorizations are dupli- 
cated in the appropriation figure). 
The net total of the two was $205,- 
562,984,967. To this amount must 
be added about 15 billion of au- 


lors 
thorizations for the RFC and oth- —* 


er corporations. 

No breakdown of appropriations 
and authorizations by branches of 
the Government was given.

The scientific accomplishment is 


fatal and treacherous of all human 
dangers, which has killed off the 
babies and children and youth of 
the world for thousands of years— 
for we have records of it since 
mankind first squatted on the 
banks of the Nile—and to perfect 
a method, itself perfectly harm- 
less, by which the introduction of 
a few drops of fluid under the skin 
will render an infaft protected 
from the disease for life—that in- 
dicates for me thejhighest form 
of accomplishment of the human 
mind.

BUT WHEN I reflect back and 
remember all the cranks who were 
against “serum” and the anti- 
vaccinationists of 1902, and con- 
sider that by reasonable and gen- 
tle persuasion, state boards of 
health have convinced parents s0 
that in some states 100 per cent of 
children entering school have had 
diphtheria prevention, I am not so 
sure but what that is the greater 
triumph. 

People will swallow any kind of: 
a witch’s brew made in a dark 
back kitchen by an ignorant quack 
who never has ‘tested it on a single 
case for this, that, or the other 
ailment, but will shy away from 
a product that has been the care- 
ful and patient and tested accom- 
plishment of the most exact labo- 
ratories because it is a “serum.” 

I still get some letters from rep- 
resentatives of the dinosaurs pro- 
testing against my advocacy of 
diphtheria, smalljox and typhoid 
vaccination, but even in my short 
career in medical journalism they 
are getting fewer and farther be- 
tween.

AT ANY RATE there is no ques- 
tion of the accomplishment. In 
some states the campaign has been 
so thoroughly carried out that the 
citizens hardly know what diph- 
theria is. 

In my neighboring city of Kan- 
sas City, Kan., in one of those en- 
lightened states, there have been 
no deaths from diphtheria for 
three years. Think of that in a 
city of 200,000 population. 

In Massachusetts, a State where 
there is much population crowd- 
ing, with tenements and poverty, 
the actual rate of incidence of 
diphtheria had dropped in the 10 
years between 1930 and 1940 from 
101 cases per 100,000 population 
to three. 

But remember, diphtheria is not 
killed; it is only sleeping. Eternal 
vigilance — continued vaccination 
—ig the price of health.

ANDSOME is, in the food line, 
as handsome tastes—and it’s 
fortunate that the same treat- 
ment which makes red cabbage 
look its bright and beautiful best, 


much more exciting than a modest 
cabbage. It’s cooking with lemon 
juice that does the trick; the color- 
ing matter of red cabbage, and of 
other red vegetables, becomes 
brighter when cooked with any 
acid. A couple of tart apples help 
along the acidifying process and 
also give the cabbage a smoother 
flavor, You'll like this one. 


Lemonized Red Cabbage. 

One-half head red cabbage (one 
and three-fourths pounds), three 
cups boiling water, three table- 
spoons lemon juite, two medium 
tart apples, one and one-fourth 
teaspoons salt, one small onion, 
sliced thin; three tablespoons 
sugar, three tablespoons butter, 
dash black pepper, if desired. 

Trim off soiled outer leaves of 
cabbage. Shave rest of head quite 
fine into a ‘three-quart saucepan. 
Add the boiling water, half the 
lemon juicé, and the apples 
(peeled, cored and sliced), salt and 
onion. Cover and boi] at a moder- 
ate rate for about one hour, until 
cabbage is very tender. Add re- 
maining ingredients and rest. of 
lemon the last two or three min- 
utes of coo » and ‘toss about 
lightly to distribute.

The bidding: 


Obviously enough, the only lead 
that could defeat the slam con- 
tract was the singleton spade, with 
a subsequent spade ruff. West 
promptly made that lead, hence 
his disgust, when East failed to 
capitalize it, was all the greater. 
Declarer called for the spade ace 
and flamboyantly played his own 
king on the same trick. (Exactly 
how this folderol could throw dust 
in anyone’s eyes is hard to under- 
stand, but apparently this declarer 
“knew his customer.”) Now the 
diamond jack was led. East per- 
force won with the ace, then 
banged down the heart ace with a 
triumphant flourish. The triumph 
was a bit hollow, to put it mildly. 
Declarer ruffed and claimed his 
contract. 

As mentioned previously, it was 
almost inconceivable that East 
should have been so gullible. Here 
are a few reasons why he should 
have returned a spade: 

1. West had opened a spade right 
into the suit North had bid twice. 

2. West scarcely would have led 
the spade queen from Q J X; that 
would be a fine way to lose his 
spade stopper. 

8. Declarer’s diamond suit lacked 
the ace and jack; he scarcely 
would have bid so strongly with- 
out an excellent fit with partner’s 
suit, spades. 

4. What possible reason could de- 
clarer have for playing the spade 
ace if his own king were really a 
singleton? 

5. East knew that South was an 
expert. Experts do not often bid 
slams missing two aces, unless 
they are void in a suit. This was 
all the more significant, because 
East could see that South had 
gone to a slam with a maximum 
of one ace, 

In short, East had better take 
a course in elementary logic! 

Incidentally, of course, a o 
slam would have been cold, but 
South was afraid that North would 
have to ruff hearts with the king 
or jack and might consequently 
lose a spade trick.
